SUMMARY OF LATEST ‘FOREIGN DIS-

Great Britain. 

As has been the case for some weeks past, the 


British news relates almost entirely to Irish mat- 
ters, although there are no new features to chroni-

Archbishop McCabe of Dublin has issued a pas- 
toral letter, in which he denounces the Land 
League for their silence in regard to the threats 
against landlords uttered at public meetings, and 
for their hesitation in rebuking actual deeds of vi- 
‘ olence, such as the murder of Montmorres and 
others. This letter is felt to bea serious blow to 
the present violent programme of the League, as it 
will have the effect to create a breach between the 
League and the Church. 

It is stated that Government is to prosecute the 
leaders of the Land League for conspiracy to resist 
the laws, the proceedings to — in the Police 
Courts and then inthe Superior Courts. The pros- 
ecution is founded on the proceedings of the Land 
League in Dublin and in speeches delivered at 
some of the county meetings, the speeches at 
which have been reported by Government short- 
hand writers.

The 
demand for good qualities has been active, and at 
the more important of the provincial markets ad- 
vanced a shilling to two shillings per quarter.

The enforcement of the religious decrees contin- 
ues to be the leading topic of French news. It is 
reported that dissensions have arisen in the Cabi- 
net upon this subject, and M. Ferry, President of 
the Council and Minister of Public Instruction, has 
begged President Grevy to hasten his return to 
Paris, when it is expected the great battle between 
the two parties, one representing the dictates of 
Gambetta, President of the Deputies, and the other 
leaning on President Grevy, will be decided.

At 
Montpellier the Bishops in full pontificals waited 
on the Prefect and informed him he was excom- 
municated. 
It isreported that the French Bishops contem- 
plate issuing a collective protest against the meas- 
ures Minister Constans has taken against such 
Jesuits as continue to teach a: secular professors 
in establishments where they were emploved be- 
fore the enforcement decrees. The Jesuits ex- 
pelled from Toulouse informed the Prefect that 
they had received from the Archbishop of the dio- 
cese licenses admitting them to the ranks of the 
secular clergy, and were therefore legally entitled 
to teach, but the Pretect declined toadmit the jus- 
tice of the protest.
